COLUMBUS, Nov. 7.—Chairman Ander- 


son, of the Ohio Democratic state commit- 
tee, concedes the state to the Republicans 
by 80,000. 
Chairman Kurtz says Bush- 


nell's plurality will not be less than 100,- 
000. The vote for Coxey, Populist, will 
fee about 15,000 less than last year's Popu- 
list vote o'f 49,000.

Palmer's plurality (1803), 31,484. Tho as- 
sembly stands: Republicans, 102; Demo- 
crats, 18.

In 1883 Palmer, rep., for secretary of 


state, had a plurality of 84,S27 in New 
York state above tho 'Harlem rivor, while 
Meyer, dem., had a plurality in New York 
and Kings counties of (30,343, giving tho 
Repuplican candidate a plurality of 24,484 
on the total state vote. 


This year Palmer, rep., for secretary of

King, dem., has carried New York and 
Kings counties by a plurality of nearly 
50,000, giving the hood of the Republican 
ticket a safe plurality of 50,000 in the state 
at large.

other. words, walking depends chiefly on 
tho action of gravity as it affects the hu- 
man body while in movement. I discov- 
ered lone ago that walking, as it is ordi- 
narily performed, Is by no moans a series 
of interrupted falls. 


"Of course it is a fact that walking in- 


cludes interrupted falls, but there is noth- 
ing either explanatory or profound in the 
statomoutof that reality. The same-night 
bo said of standing with the same lucidity, 
for when one is standing he is subject to 
tho law of gravity. He would fall were 
his fall not interrupted by his logs. 


"As a matter of fact, walking is a mus- 


cular projection of tho body in any direc- 
tion by means of the legs' muscular move- 
ments, tho two legs never leaving tha 
walking surface at tho same time. As we 
usually walk we stand erect. 
When that 


is done, gravity dons not move tho body 
forward. 
On tho contrary, its force it ex- 


erted downward in a perpendicular line. 
Tho movement of tho body forward is so- 
cured by a rise and push, as, for example, 
when standing on tho left log tho right 
foot's heel is raised from tho ground, and 
the ball of tho foot and its toes yet toueh- 


projectod forward. 
The right foot is then 


carried forward and servos as tho body's 
support while tho loft foot's heel in its 
turn is raised and tho body is moved for- 
ward by a second push. Gravity is pres- 
ent, naturally, but tho walking depends on 
tho pushes as Its source and constant 
causo. 


"But while falling is an inconsiderable 


part iu ordinary walking as wo walk in 
tho streets erect and dignified, it may be 
applied to long distance walking with 
wonderful success. But ho who cultivates 
such walking must bo prepared to give up 
an elegant appearance for tho time being. 
Some persons seem to be ablo to walk ex- 
traordinary distances without extraordi- 
nary fatigue. Others seem unable to do so. 
For my own part I have observed that 
while I can walk only a fow miles in the 
city before I look longingly on tho street 
cars, I can bike a 30 mile walk across 
country without disastrous results save to 
tho larder. 


"My method for long distance walking 


is as follows: Assume something of a bi- 
oyclo hump, lean forward, givo DO push 
with the feet; depend altogether for mo- 
mentum on tho force exerted by gravity, 
which, by your interruption of it, serves 
to carry your body forward. You must 
also bear iu mind that short rather than 
long steps aro tho rule, and also that the 
advancing foot must never touch the heel 
first, but always the toes and ball of th 
foot. Indeed your gait has a sorb of shuffl 
in it and is not pretty, but is tremendous 
ly effective."—Now York Herald.

VANDALISM. 


¥he Savagery of Some Feoplo Who Call 


Thcmsolvcs Civilized. 


T.'io savagery of savages Is as nothing to 


the .savagery of some creatures who are 
brought up in civilized communities and 
call themselves civilized also. 
We hava 


few records of Indians or Zulus wantonly 
destroying pictures or books or statuary 
unless they thought thorn "bad medicine" 
and bold devils. Yet how far could one of 
our city thugs -and loafers be trusted in 
tho presence of a work of art or a thing of 
beauty? It seems to bo a sort of instinct 
with him to throw a stone whenever ha 
BOOS flowers or ornaments or to pull out a 
kuifo and hnok at thorn, or to upsot or 
Bcratoh or injure them. In a certain blind 
and brute way, perhaps, his conduct gives 
him a flattering sense of power. He can- 
not make anything useful or beautiful 
himself, but he can destroy it. 


Tho only way to cure these vandals ap- 


pears to bo cither to educate them early or 
drown them. Drowning is tho least ex- 
pensive, but there is a public prejudice 
against It, so for a few cfturios wo must 
expect to see our public buildings defaced, 
our metal work bent and scratched, our 
plate glass broken, our street lights shat- 
tered, our pictures jnbbed with canes and 
umbrellas, our mirrors marked with in- 
itials carved by diamond rings, our rugs 
and carpets and woodwork spat upon, our 
walls scribbled with names, our streets 
mado depositories of filth and our books 
torn and dog eared, for it takes a long 
timo to euro a vandal of his vandalism. 
Ono Koocls to begin with bis father. 


There is so close a relation between the 


wantonness of tho dostroyor and tho dark- 
er deeds of tho criminal that perhaps we 
are justified in keeping s suspicious watoh 
on nny man, woman or child who will 
destroy plants, books and pictures or 
throw stones at helpless animals. Tho 
excessive aggression that mutilates and 
makes ugly will trespass on others' enjoy- 
ments, rights anfl properties with but lit- 
tle more development. This Is se«n par- 
ticularly In the case of burglars. These 
fellows, not content with strippingo house 
of all they can get, not infrequently de- 
stroy what they cannot carry awoy. They 
burn papers, tear paintings from their 
frames, smash furniture, break glass and. 
otherwise act like incarnate fiends. It 
might not bo a bad idoa in case of the 
oapt uro of these men to Impose sentences 
graded to accord with the amount of dam- 
age they had worked. It would make 
others of their tribe a littlo more consider- 
ate—perhaps. On general principles these 
wanton destroyers should go to prison, 
anyway.—Brooklyn Eagle.

It is of a much darker color, that 
formed in the upper spaces by stonm alone 
being almost black, partaking of the na- 
ture of that black magnetic oxide which 
ia formed in what is known as the BarjGF 
process by steam heated to 910 degrees F. 
The latter oxide is, of course, completely 
protective when once formed, and the ox- 
ides formed in the interior of a boiler, al- 
though not of a protective nature, are, 
notwithstanding, far less corrosive in their* 
action than those taking place under or- 
dinary circumstances. 'The corronion of 
the interior, when not assisted by adhesive 
deposits and organic acids from the lubri-1' 
cants, is comparatively slow.—New York
